A stnall number of scientists refused to con- 
eur: ig Lavoisier's theory but most. scientists, 
engineers and medical men held thelr tongues 
in the belief. nothing was to be gained by the 
Voielng of contrary opinions. 

Among the first public reports of these early 
theories is that of Dr, R. R. Sayers, surgeon of 
the United States publie health service, and 
chief surgeon -of the Department of Commerce's

In reprint No. 1140 of- the public reports, Doc- 
tor Sayers states; “It wag observed by many 
investigators that it was not. until the oxygen 
content of the respiratory nir fell below 10 per 
cent that aninals began to breathe. with diffi- 
eulty, Friedlander and Herter cencluded from 
the results of their experiments that inhaling 
of 2U per cent carbon dioxide for several hours 
has no poisonous effect. Not until a mixture

anee of depression, Leblane pvinted out that
